Metro production executives, 
comparing his 1939 charts with present day 
costs, were inclined to agree with this figure. 
- 4k Mr. Selznick had predicated his estimate 
on a 200 per cent increase in overall produc- 
tion costs,' 1 one of these executives said* t4 Tak- 
ing into consideration such non-fixed coats as 
story properties and salaries for stars as well 
as such definitely fixed charges as wages for 
technicians and materials! his estimate prob- 
ably is not far wrong.
